Two Units Contemplated. 


One unit will be for white persons 
and one for Negroes. The sites 
chosen will not be disclosed until 
options are obtained, to prevent 
real estate speculation, but it has 
been generally supposed that they 
are close to the downtown business 
area, one to the north and one to 
the south. Cost of each site has 
been estimated at $600,000 and Con- 
nett disclosed that each might 
cover about eight city blecks, de- 
pending on the size of the blocks 
taken. Plans are sufficiently flex- 
ible to permit some shifting of loca- 
tion to avoid excessive costs. The 
authority has power to condemn 
property. 

Each project will consist of 
groups of two-story and three-story 
buildings. There may be as many 
as 12 or 16 apartments under one 
roof. The loan. request, which 
gave $7,960,000 as estimated cost 
and added 10 per cent, or $796,000, 
for contingencies, showed that 1375 
apartments, of three -to-six -reoms 
each, with an aggregate of 5999 
rooms, were planned. Central heat- 
ing plants have been under consid- 
eration. 

Rents ranging from $11.70 to

counting heat, gas and electricity.

FEDERAL’ TREASURY WITHIN 
$4,000,000,000 OF ITS LIMIT 


New Borrowing and. Bond Sales 
Send National Debt Above 
$41,000,000,000 Mark. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 


$41,000,000,000 mark today, bringing 
the Treasury within $4,000,000,000 
of its borrowing limit. 

The daily Treasury statement 

disclosed the debt total had reached 
$41,023,872,434 as a result of a $51,- 
055,840 increase in one day, due to 
borrowing on short term bills and 
to baby bond saies. A year ago, 
the debt was $38,424,932,579.77. 
The corporation debts of the Gov- 
ernment, which are guaranteed by 
the Treasury as contingent liabili- 
ties but are not included in the 
Treasury's debt, now total $5,356,- 
026,198. 


ECLIPSE OF MOON TONIGHT 


Washington U. Observatory to Be 
Open if Clouds Permit View. 
An almost total eclipse of the 
moon will occur shortly after mid- 
night tonight. The shadow of the 
earth will begin to cross the moon 
at 10:54 o’clock, cover slightly more 
than 99 per cent of the planet at 
12:36, and depart at 2:18. 

During maximum eclipse only a 
thin copper-colored crescent will 
be visible. The moon, fortunately for 
observers, reaches the full stage 
at 12:42, a few minutes after the 
sun begins to reassert itself.

The skipper said that about 80 
miles west of Cape Spartel, African 
promontory on the Strait of Gibral- 
tar, the Ledbury came up on the 
five men amid the wreckage Tues- 
day morning. 

Instructing his radio operator to 
stand by, he cautiously circled in a 
calm sea and finally managed to 
cast a line to one of the men. The 
others were picked up in a lifeboat. 

All proved to be seamen from 
the Menin’ Ridge, sunk a. little 
while before by a submarine with a 
loss of 22 lives. 

Suddenly the U-boat reappeared 
and fired a shot which missed’ the 
Ledbury.

Rice, “and ordered an S O S&S.

Divers Examine German Submarine Discov- 
ered Wrecked on Goodwin Sands, 
Off the Kent Coast. 


DOVER, England, Oct. 27 (AP). 
—Between 50 and 60 bodies have 
been found by British divers ex- 
ploring a shattered German sub- 
marine washed up yesterday on the 
Goodwin sands. 

The Goodwin sands are more 


coast, forming a natural break- 
water to the Downs roadstead. 
Heavy firing was heard off the 
coast Wednesday. 

One theory was that the sub- 
marine was sunk either by depth 
charges or aerial bombs and drift- 
ed aground. 

A German submarine was stuck 
on the sands after becoming en- 
tangled in nets in 1917. Half of 
the crew was saved. 

Divers worked today from a sal- 
vage vessel beside the newly 
wrecked submarine. Part of the 
conning tower and periscope were 
visible from shore with the aid of 
glasses. 


The submarine was lying on a 
sandbank near the wrecks of the 


Italian steamer Val Salice and the 
American steamer Siberia, lost on 
the same day in 1917 during a 
storm. 

The Goodwin sands are the storm- 
tossed wreckage of a once-fertile 
island. 

Known as Lomea, the isle was 
the home of Earl Godwin or God- 
wine in the eleventh century, when 
England was a Saxon land. 

William the Conqueror confiscat- 
ed the estate and gave it to the 
Abbey of St. Augustine at Canter- 
bury. 

Tradition holds. that funds for 
maintaining seawalls of the island 
were diverted by the abbey to build 
the steeple of Tenterden Church, 
in the Kentish town of that name. 

As a result of the neglect of the 
seawalls, the island was swept 
away by a storm in 1099, and, ever 
since, its treacherous sands have 
been the bane of mariners. 

An old maxim of the countryside 
runs: “Tenderden steeple was the 
cause of Goodwin sands.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP). — 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
he was ‘completely baffled in his 
efforts to get adequate informa- 
tion from the Russian Government 
on the City of Flint, which to the 
State Department has become a 
veritable mystery ship. 

State Department officials were 
unanimous in criticising the Soviet 
Government for giving information 
on the City of Flint through the 
Soviet news agency some hours be- 
fore it was delivered to the inter- 
ested government, the United 
States. : 

Hull said Ambassador Laurence 
A. Steinhardt in Moscow had tried 
three different methods of getting 
in touch with the American crew 
of the City of Flint — telephone, 
railroad and airplane—and thus far 
had not been successful in any. 
He did not know whether the 
ship was still at Murmansk, Russia, 
or whether it had left, whether a 
German flag or an American flag 
flew over it, or whether the Ger- 
man prize crew was in command 
of the ship or whether it had been 
restored to the American crew. 

All he had was a brief Russian 
agency communique saying that, 
after the verification of the compo- 
sition of the cargo on the freighter 
captured by the Germans, the 
maritime authorities at Murmansk 
have issued an order to free the 
vessel with the obligation to leave 
the port immediately. 

There was a note of bitterness in 
Hull’s voice as he recounted the ef- 
forts of Ambassador Steinhardt. 
Hull seemed to look forward to 
German prize court proceedings as 
the only real means for obtaining 
the whole facts. He said if there 
was a question of the ownership 
of the vessel, following its seizure 
by the Germans, the American 
Government would be interested in 
attending the prize court hearings, 
since the ship belongs to an Amer- 
ican Government agency, the Mari- 
time Commission. 

Hull said the.owners of the cargo 
fundoubtedly would be represented 
likewise at the hearing. 

He said this Government had not 
made any representations in Ber-

The Higgins indictment charges 
that last May he filed belated but 
allegedly fraudulent amended tax 
returns for 1935, 1936 and 1937. This 
correspondent letarned that they 
were filed the day of Pendergast’s 
second income tax arraignment, 
about the time that the faithful 
Schneider took his own life. The 
grand jury investigating the suicide 
summoned Higgins, who disclosed he 
had called on Schneider to “buck 
up” a few hours before his death. 

Maximum punishment for each 
count on each indictment is five 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$10,000.

“Opening Wedge.” 

Describing its work as “the open- 
ing wedge” the jury listed its major 
accomplishments, including the in- 
dictments of Thomas J. Pendergast 
and his political protege R. Emmet 
O’Malley, former State Superinten- 
dent of Insurance. Their indict- 
ment laid bare the bribery and 
corruption back of the notorious 
O’Malley $10,000,000 stock fire in- 
surance rate compromise of 1936. 

Referring to the insurance com- 
promise, the jury said there was 
no evidence the insurance com- 
pany executives knew of the deal- 
ings between the late Charles R. 
Street of Chicago, distributor of 3 
$460,000 slush fud, and Pendergast 
and O’Malley, and stated the in- 
surance executives co-operated in 
bringing the true* story to light 
“even though it revealed the late 
C. R. Street as having betrayed 
the trust and confidence imposed 
in him as their representative by 
all of the insurance companies.” 

The jury also brought to book 
the heads of a national $12,000,000 
narcotic ring centered here and 
returned other indictments involv- 
ing violations of the postal, coun- 
terfeiting, and white slavery laws. 
The jurors paid tribute to the 
courts and to United States Attor-

“the soldiers of Christ”—ecclesias- 
tic or layman—does not feel him- 
self incited and spurred on to a 
sreater vigilance, to a more deter- 
tnined resistance, by the sight of 
the every increasing host of 
Christ’s enemies; as he perceives 
the spokesmen of these tenden- 
cies deny or in practive neglect 
the vivifying truths and the val- 
ues inherent in belief in God and 
in Christ; as he perceives them 
wantonly break the tables of 
God’s commandments to substi- 
tute other tables and other stand- 


ards stripped of the ethical con- | 


tent of the revelation on Sinai, 
standards in which the spirit of 
the Sermon on the Mount and of 
the Cross has no place? Who 
could observe without profound 
grief the tragic harvest of such 
desertions among those who in 
days of calm and security were 
numbered among the followers of 
Christ, but who—Christians un- 
fortunately more in name than in 
fact—in the hour that called for 
endurance, for effort, for suffer- 
ing, for a stout heart in face of 
hidden or open persecution, fell 
victims of cowardice, weakness, 
uncertainty; who, terror stricken 
before the sacrifices entailed by a 
profession of their Christian faith, 
could not steel themselves to 
drink the bitter chalice awaiting 
those faithful to Christ?

As, with a heart full of confi- 
dence and hope, we place this 
first encyclical of our pontificate 
under the seal of Christ the King, 
we feel entirely assured of the 
unanimous and enthusiastic ap- 
proval of the whole flock of 
Christ. The difficulties, anxie- 
ties and trials of the present hour 
arouse, intensify and refine, to 
a degree rarely attained, the 
sense of solidarity in the Cath- 
olic family. They make all be- 
lievers in God and in Christ 
share the consciousness of a com- 
mon threat from a common dan- 
ger. We witnessed a consoling 
and memorable display of this 
Catholic solidarity, greatly inten- 
sified in such difficult circum-

will to win, in those days when, 
with faltering step but with con- 
fidence in God we took posses- 
sion of the chair left vacant by 
the death of our great predeces- 
sor. 


RECALLS CORONATION |

We cherish the memory of the 
many testimonies of filial attach- 
ment to the church and to the 
Vicar our Christ, and of the ova- 
tion so genuine, so enthusiastic, 
and so spontaneous accorded to 
us on the occasion of our elec- 
tion and coronation; and we glad- 
ly take thus opportune occasion 
to address to you, venerable 
brethren, and to all who belong to 
the flock of the Lord a word of 
sincere gratitude for that orderly 
manifestation of reverent love 
and.of steadfast loyalty to the 
papacy, in which one could see 
recognition of the God-given mis- 
sion of the high priest and of 
the supreme pastor. For, we well 
know it, all those manifestations 
were notand could not have been 
addressed to our poor person but 
to the singular and exalted of- 
fice to which the Lord had raised 
us. And though from that first 
moment we felt all the great 
\veight of responsible cares in- 
separable from the supreme pow- 
er given to us by Divine Provi- 
dence, it was a consolation to see 
that magnificent and tangible 
demonstration of the indissolu- 
ble unity of the Catholic church 


of world-wide Catholic solidarity 
and of supernatural brotherhood 
of peoples around their common 
father, seemed to us all the rich- 
er in fair hopes in view of the 
tragic circumstances, both ma- 
terial and spiritual, of the mo- 
ment. That memory has contin- 
ued to comfort us also in the 
first months of our pontificate in 
which we have already witnessed 
the toil, the anxiety, and the trials 
with which the path of. the 
spouse of Christ across the world 
is strewn. 

Nor can we pass over in silence 
the profound impression of heart- 
felt gratitude made on us by the 
good wishes of those who, though 
not belonging to the visible body 
of the Catholic church, have giv- 
en noble and sincere expression 
to their appreciation of all that 
unites them to us in love for the 
person of Christ or in. belief in 
God. We wish to express our 
gratitude to them all, We en- 
trust them one and all to the 
protection and to the guidance of 
the Lord and we assure them 
solemnly that one thought only 
fills our mind: to imitate the 
example of the Good Shepherd in 
order to bring true happiness to 
all men: “That they may have 
life, and may have it more 
abundantly” (St, John “10, 10). 
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TRIBUTE TO ITALY 
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But we must, in obedience to 
an inner prompting, make special 
mention of our gratitude for the 
tokens of reverent homage which. 
we have had from the sovereigns, 
heads of states and governments 
of those nations with which the 
Holy See is in friendly relations. 
Our heart is joyous especially at 
the thought that we ean, in this 
first encyclical directed to the 
whole Christian people scattered 
over the world, rank among such 
friendly Powers our dear Italy, 
fruitful garden of the tuith which 
was planted by the princes of the 
Apostles. For, as a result of the 
Lateran pacts, her representative 
occupies a place of honor among 
those officially accredited to the 
Apostolic See. “The peace of 
Christ restored to Italy” like a 
new dawn of brotherly union in 
religious and in civil intercourse 
had its beginning in these pacts. 
We pray. God that in the serene 
atmosphere of that peace He may 
pervade, revivify, strengthen and 
fortify the heart of the Italian 
people, so close to us, in the midst 
of which we live, with which we 
share the very air we breathe. 
We hope and trust that that peo- 
ple, so dear to our predecessors 
and to us, may be faithful to its 
glorious Catholic tradition, and 
experience through the divine pro- 


tection ever more that truth of 
the Psalmist: “Happy is that peo-’ 


ple whose God is the Lord” 
(Psalm 143, 15). 

This happy new juridical and 
spiritual ‘position, which that 
achievement, destined to make an 
indelible mark in history, has se- 
cured and sealed for Italy and 
for the whole Catholic world, nev- 
er appeared to us so impressive 
in its unifying effects as when 
from the lofty loggia of the Vat- 
ican basilica we opened and raised 
our arms and our hand for the 
first time in blessing over Rome, 
Rome the seat of the Papacy and 
our own dear birthplace, over 
‘Italy reconciled with the church, 
and over the peoples of the en- 
tire world, 
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you free” (St. John 8, 32). In the 
fulfilment of this our duty we 
shall not let ourselves be influ- 
enced by earthly considerations 


‘nor be held back by mistrust or 
opposition, by rebuffs or lack of 


appreciation of our words, nor yet 
by fear of misconceptions and 
misinterpretations. We shall ful- 
fil our duty, animated ever with 
that paternal charity which, while 
it suffers from the evils which af- 
flict our children, at the same 
time points out to them the reme- 


‘dy; we shall strive to imitate the 


divine medel of shepherds, Jesus 
the Good Shepherd who is light as 
wel! as love: “Doing the truth in 
charity” (Ephesians 4, 15). 

At the head of the road which 
leads to the spiritual and moral 
bankruptcy of the present day 
stand the nefarious efforts of not 
a few to dethrone Christ; the 
abandonment of the law of truth 
which He proclaimed and of the 
law of love which is the life breath 
of His kingdom. 

In the recognition of the royal 
prerogatives of Christ and in the 
return of individuals and of so- 
ciety to the law of Ilis truth and 


salvation. 
‘TEMPEST OF WAR’ 


Venerable brethren, as we write 
these lines the terrible news 
comes to us that the dread tem- 
pest of war is already raging de- 
spite all our efforts to’ avert it. 
When we think of the wave of 


less people who but yesterday en- 
joyed in the environment of their 
homes some little degree of well- 
being, we are tempted to lay down 
our pen. Our paternal heart is 
torn by anguish as we look ahead 
to all that will yet come forth 
from the baneful seed of violence 
and of hatred for which the sword 
today plows the blood-drenched 
furrow. But precisely because of 
this Apocalyptic foresight of dis- 
aster, imminent and remote, we 
feel we have a duty to raise with 
still greater insistence the eyes 
and hearts of ‘those, in whom 
there yet remains good will, to 
_the One from whom alone comes 
the salvation of the world—to 
One whose almighty and merciful 
hand can alone calm this tempest 
—to the One whose truth and 
whose love can enlighten the in- 
tellects and inflame the hearts of 
so great a section of mankind 
plunged in error, selfsshness, strife 
and struggle, so as to give it a 
new orientation in the spirit of 
the kingship of Christ. 

Perhaps—God grant it—one 
may hope that this hour of direst 
need may bring a change of out- 
look and sentiment to those many, 
who till now have walked with 
blind faith along the path of 
popular modern errors uncon- 
scious of the treacherous and in- 
secure ground on which they trod. 
Perhaps the many who have not 
grasped the importance of the 
educational and pastoral mission 
of the church will. now under 
stand better her warnings, scout- 
ed in the false security of the 
past. No defense of Christian- 
ity could be more effective than 
the present straits. From the 
immense vortex of error and anti- 
Christian movements there has 
come forth a crop of such poig- 
nant disasters as to constitute 
a condemnation surpassing in its 
conclusiveness any merely theo- 
retical refutation. 


Hours.of painful disillusionment 
are often hours of grace—‘a 
passage of the Lord” (cf. Exodus 
12, 11), when doors which in 
other circumstances would have 
remained shut, open at our Sav- 
ior’s word: “Behold, I stand at 
the gate, and knock” 
lypse 3, 20). God knows that our 
heart goes out in affectionate 
sympathy and spiritual joy to 
those who, as a result of such 
painful trials, feel within them an 
effective and salutary thirst for 
the truth, justice and peace of 
Christ. But for those also for 
whom as yet the hour of light 
from on high has not come, our 
heart knows only. love, our lips 
move only in prayer to the Father 
of light, that He may cause to 
shine intheir hearts, indifferent 
as yet or hostile to Christ, a ray 
of that light which once trans- 
formed Saul into Paul; of that 
light which has shewn its myste- 
rious power strongest in the times 
of greatest difficulty for the 
church, 

A full statement of the doc- 
trinal stand to be taken in face of 
the errors of today, if necessary, 
can be put off to anéther time 
unless disturbed by calamitous 
external events; for the moment 
we limit ourselves to some fun- 
damental observation. : 

The present’ age, 
brethren, by adding new errors 
to the doctrinal aberrations of the 
past, has pushed these to ex- 
tremes which lead inevitably to a 
drift toward chaos. Before all 
else, it is certain that the rad- 
ical and ultimate cause of the 
evila which we deplore in modern 


| society is the denial and rejection | 


of His love lies the only way to 


the office of the Secretary of 


State, under Pope Leo XIII. Un- 
der Pope Pius X he was made 
Under-Secretary of State, and 
continued in this office until 
1917, after Pope Benedict XV 
had succeeded Pius. 

He was sent to Munich, Ba- 
varia, as Papal Nuncio in April, 
1917, at a critical time in the 
World War. Kaiser Wilhelm [1 
received him at the front, and 
heard from him the Pope’s plea 
for peace negotiations, and for 
stopping the deportations of Bel- 
gian civilians to forced labor in 
Germany. : 

Although the peace move col- 
lapsed, the Kaiser was deeply 
impressed with the future Pope. 
He wrote in his memoirs that 
“he is a distinguished, likeable 
man, of high intelligence and 
excellent manners, the perfect 
pattern of an eminent prelate of 
the Catholic Church.” 

In a Spartacist (German Com- 
munist) uprising in Munich in 
1918, the future Pope met an 
armed group which invaded the 
nunciature at night. Pistols were 
pressed against him.  Smilingly, 
he said, “You are on extra-ter- 
ritorial soil. It is never wise to 
kill a diplomat.” Slowly, the 
intruders departed. 

At Berlin under the Second 
Reich, or German Republic, the 
envoy negotiated a treaty be- 


suffering that has come on count-- 
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‘ civilization, in a manner 


venerable 


For this achievement, he re- 
ceived the Cardinal’s hat in 1929 
from Pope Pius XI. 

Cardinal Pacelli in subsequent 
years negotiated an exchange 
of envoys between the Vatican 
and the Franco Government in 
Spain. In 1936 he visited the 
United States on a mission 
which took him to the White 
House and, by airplane, to St. 
Louis and other principal cities. 
On his visit to St. Louis, he met 
persons and visited places whose 
names he was able to recall in 
a recent conversation with Arch- 
bishop Glennon, his host in this 
city. He fulfilled missions, both 
diplomatic and ecclesiastical, in 
France, Canada, South America 
and the Far East. 

‘In his dealings with the Third 
Reich, present-day Nazi Ger- 
many, Cardinal Pacelli represent- 
ed the vigorous resistance of his 
church to the neo-paganism 
which the Government sought to 
foster. He was able to bring 
about the signing of a concordat 
with Nazi Germiny, with the 
then independerit Austria, and 
with Yugoslavia. Germany was 
not long bound by its agree- 
ment, and the election of Car- 
dinal Pacelli as Pope, generally 
acclaimed in other countries, 
was not to the liking of the Hit- 


ler regime. 


of a universal norm of morality 
as well for individual and so- 
cial life as for international rela- 
tions; we mean the disregard, so 
common nowadays, and the for- 
getfulness of the natural law it- 
self, which has its foundation in 
God, almighty creator and father 
of all, supreme and absolute law- 
giver, all-wise and just judge of 
human actions, When God. is hat- 
ed, every basis of morality is un- 
dermined; tho voice of conscience 
is stilled or at any rate grows 
very faint; that voice which 
teaches even to the illiterate and 
to uncivilized tribes what is good 
and what is bad; what lawful, 
what forbidden, and makes men 


_ feel themselves responsible for 


their actions to a supreme judge. 
SPIRITUAL DECAY 


The denial of the fundamentals 
of morality had its. origin in 
Europe, in the abandonment of 
that Christian teaching of which 
the chair of Peter is the deposi- 
tory and exponent. That teach- 
ing had once given spiritual co- 
hesion to a Europe which, edu- 
cated, ennobled and civilized by 
the cross, had reached such a de- 
gree of civil progress as to be- 
come the teacher of other peo- 
ples, of other continents. But, 
cut off from the infallible teach- 
ing authority of the church, not 
a few separated brethren have 
one so far as to overthrow the 
central dogma of Christianity, 
the divinity of the Saviour, and 
have hastened thereby the prog- 
ress of spiritual decay. 

The Holy Gospel narrates that 
when Jesus was crucified “there 
was darkness over whole earth” 
(Matthew 27,'45): a terrifying 
symbol of what happened and 
what still happens __ spiritual- 
ly wherever incredulity, blind and 
proud of itself has succeeded in 
excluding Christ from modern 
life, especially from public life, 
and has undermined faith in God 
as well as faith in Christ. The 
consequence is that the moral 
values by which in other times 
public and private conduct was 
gauged have fallen into disuse; 
and the much vaunted civilization 
of society, which has made ever 
more rapid progress, withdrawing 
man, the family and the state 
from the beneficent and regener- 
ating effects of the idea of God 
and the teaching of the church 
has caused to reappear, in regions 
in which for many centuries 
shone the splendors of Christian 
ever 
clearer, ever more distinct, ever 
more distressing, the signs of a 
corrupt and corrupting paganism: 
“There was darkness when they 
crucified Jesus” (Roman  Bre- 
viary, Good Friday, response five). 


MIRAGE OF PHRASES 


Many perhaps, while abandon- 
ing the teaching of Christ, were 
not fully conscious of being led 
astray by a mirage of glittering 
phrases, which proclaimed such 
estrangement as an escape from 
the slavery in which they were 
before held; nor did they then 
foresee the bitter consequences of 
bartering the truth that sets free, 
for error which enslaves. They 
“did not realize that, in renounc 
the infinitely wise and pate 
laws of God, and the unifying and 


vain in their thoughts” (Romans 
1, 21). 

With the weakening of faith in 
God and in Jesus Christ, and the 
darkening in men’s minds of the 
light of moral principles, there 
disappeared the indispensable 
foundation of the stability and 
quiet of that internal and external, 
private and public order, which 
alone can support and safeguard 
the prosperity of states. 

It -is true that even when 
Europe had a cohesion of broth- 
erhood through identical ideals 
gathered from Christian preach- 
ing, she was not free from di- 
visions, convulsions and wars 
which laid her waste; but per- 
haps they never felt the intense 
pessimism of today as to the pos- 
sibility of settling them, for they 
had then an effective moral sense 
of the just and of the unjust, of 
the lawful and of the unlawful 
which by restraining outbreaks of 
passion, left the way open to an 
honorable settlement. In our days, 
on the contrary, dissensions come 
not only from the surge of rebel- 
lious passion, but also from a deep 
spiritual crisis which has over- 
thrown the sound principles of 
private and public morality. 


TWO GREAT ERRORS 


Among the many errors which 
derive from the poisoned source 
of religious and moral agnostic- 
ism, we would draw. your atten- 
tion, venerable brethren, to two 
in particular, as being those which 
more than others render almost 
impossible or at least precarious 
and uncertaih, the peaceful inter- 
course of peoples, 

The first of these pernicious 
errors, widespread today, is the 
forgetfulness of that law of hu- 
man solidarity and charity, which 
is dictated and imposed by our 
common origin and by the equal- 
ity of rational nature in all men, 
to whatever people they belong, 
and by the redeeming sacrifice 
offered by Jesus Christ on the al- 
tar of the Cross of His Heavenly 
Father on behalf of sinful man- 
kind. 

In fact, the first page of the 
Scripture, with magnificent sim- 
plicity, tells us how God, as a 
culmination to His creative work, 
made man to His own image and 
likeness (cf Genesis 1, 26, 27); and 
the same Scripture tells us that He 
enriched man with supernatural 
gifts and privileges, and destined 
him to an eternal and ineffable 
happiness. It shows us besides 
how other men took their origin 
from the first couple, and then 
goes on in unsurpassed vivid- 
ness of language, to recount their 
division into different groups and 
their dispersion to various parts 
of the world. Even when they 
abandoned their Creator, God did 
not cease to regard them as His 
children who, according to His 
merciful plan, should one day 
be reunited once ‘more in His 
friendship (cf Genesis 12, 3). 

The Apostle of the Gentiles later 
on makes himself the herald of 
this truth which associates men

world that God “hath made of one, 
all mankind, to dwell upon the 
whole face of the earth, determin- 
ing appointed times, and the lim- 
its of their habitation. That they 
should seek God” (Acts 17, 26, 27). 
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holy and most bitter passion, re- 
stored the original friendship with 
God which had been broken. mak. 
ing himself the mediator between 
God and men: “for there is one 
God, and one mediator of God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus” 
(I Tomithy 2, 5). 

And to render such friendship 
between God and mankind more 
intimate, this same divine and 
universal mediator of salvation 
and of peace, in the sacred silence 
of the supper room, before He 
consummat@i the supreme sacri. 
fice, let fall from His divine lips 
the words which reverberate 
mightily down the centuries, in. 
spiring heroic charity in a world 
devoid of love and torn by hate: 
“This is my commandment that 
you love one another, as I have 
loved you” (St. John 15, 12). 

These are supernatura] truths 
which form a solid basis and the 
strongest possible bond of a union. 
that is reinforced by the love of 
God and of our divine Redeemer 
from whom all receive salvation’ 
“or the edifying of the body of 
Christ: until we all meet into the 
unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God 
S ep te man, unto the 

© of the age of the f 
of Christ” (Ephesians 4, 12, a 


DUTY OF NATIONS 
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In the light of this unity of all 
mankind which exists in law and 
in “fact, individuals do not fee] 
themselves isolated units, like 
grains of sand, but united by the 
very force of their nature and by 
their internal destiny, into an or- 
ganic, harmonious mutual rela- 
tionship which varies with the 
changing of times. 

And the nations, despite a dif- 
ference of development due to di- 
verse conditions of life and of cul- 
ture, are not destined to break the 
unity of the human race, but 
rather to enrich and embellish it 
by the sharing cf their own pe 
culiar gifts and by that reciprocal 
interchange of goods which can 
be possible and effic:.cious only 
when a mutual love and a lively 
sense of charity unite all the sons 
of the same Father and all those 
redeemed by the same Divine 
blood. 

The church of Christ, the faith- 
ful depository of the teaching of 
divine wisdom cannot, and does 
not think of deprecating or dis- 
daining the particular character- 
istics which each people with 
jealous and intellicible pride cher- 
ishes and retains as a precious 
heritage. Her aim is a supernat- 
ural union in all-embracing love, 
deeply felt and practiced, and not 
the unity which is exclusively ex- 
ternal and superficial and by that 
very fact weak. 

The church hails with joy and 
follows with her maternal! bless- 
ing every method of guidance and 
care which aims at a wise and 
orderly evolution of particular 
forces and tendencies having their 
origin in the individual character 
of each race, provided that they 
are not opposed to the duties in- 
cumbent on men from their unity 
of origin and common destiny. 


MISSIONARY WORK 


She has repeatedly shown in her 
missionary enterprises that such 
a principle of action is the guid- 
ing star of her universal aposto- 
late. Pioneer research and inves 
tigation, involving sacrifice, de- 
votedness and love on the part 
of her missionaries of every 28° 
have been undertaken in order 
to facilitate the deeper apprecia- 
tive insight into the most varied 
civilizations and to put their spit 
itual values to account for a liv- 
ing and vital preaching of the 
gospel of Christ. All that in such 
usages and customs is not it 
separably bound up with religious 
errors will always be subject to 
kindly consideration and when tt 
is found possible will be sponsored 
and developed. Our immediate 
predecessor of holy and venerat- 
ed memory, applying such norms 
to a particularly delicate question, 
took some generous decisions 
which are a monument to his iD 
sight and to the intensity of his 
apostolic spirit. Nor need we tell 
you, venerable brethren, that we 
intend to proceed without hesita 
tion along this way. Those whe 
enter the church, whatever ¢ 
their origin or their speech, 
must know that they have equal 
rights as children in the house of 
the Lord, where the laws of Christ, 
and the peace of Christ 
prevail. In accordance with these 
principles of equality the church 
devotes her care to forming a cub 
tured native clergy and grad 
ually increasing the number of 
native bishops. And in order % 
give external expression to these 
our intentions we have chose? 
the forthcoming Feast of Christ 
the King to raise to the episco

Once the authority of God 
the Sway of His law are denied 
this way, the civil authority 
an e result tends to 
tribute to itself that absolute 
tonomy which belongs exclusiv 
to the Supreme Aaker.

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Nor is there any fear lest the 
consciousness of universal broth- 
erhood aroused by the teaching 
of Christianity, and the spirit 
which it inspires, be in contrast 
with love of traditions or the 
glories of one’s fatherland or 
impede the progress of prosperity 
or legitimate interests. For that 
same Christianity teaches that in 
the exercise of charity we must 
follow a God-given order, yield- 
ing the place of honor in our af- 
fections and good works to those 
who are bound to us by special 
ties, nay, the Divine. Master 
Himself gave an example of this 
preference for His own country 
and fatherland, as He wept over 
the coming destruction of the 
Holy City. But legitimate and 
well ordered love of our native 
country should not make us close 
our eyes to the all embracing na- 
ture of Christian charity, which 
calls for consideration of others 
and of their interests in the pac- 
ifying light of love. 

Such is the marvelous doctrine 
of love and peace which has been 
such an ennobling factor in the 
livil and religious progress of 
mankind. 

And the heralds who proclaimed 
it, moved by supernatural char- 
ity, not only tilled the land and 
eared for the sick, but above all 
they reclaimed, molded and raised

it toward the summit of sanctity 
in which everything is seen in 
the light of God. They have 
raised mansions and _ temples 
which show to what lofty and 
kindly heights the Christian ideal 
urges man; but above all they 
have made of men wise or ig- 
norant, strong or weak, living 
temples of God and branches of 
the very vine which is Christ.

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#% | GOD AND NATIONS 


Venerable brethren, forgetful- 
ness of the law of universal char- 
ity—of that charity which alone 
can consolidate peace by extin- 
guishing hatred and softening en- 
vies and dissensions—is the source 
of very grave evils for peaceful 
relations between nations. But 
there is yet another error no less 
pernicious to the well-being of the 
nations and to the prosperity of 
that great human society which 
gathers together and embraces 
within its confines all races. It 
is the error contained in those 
ideas which do not hesitate to di- 
vorce civil authority from every 
kind of dependence upon the 
Supreme Being—first cause and 
absolute master of man and of 
society—and from every restraint 
ofa higher law derived from God 
as from its first source, Thus 
they accord the civil authority an 
unrestricted field of action that is 
at the mercy of the changeful tide 
of human will, or of the dictates 
of casual historical claims and of 
the interests of a few. 

Once the authority of God and 
the sway of His law are denied in 
this way, the civil authority as 
an inevitable result tends to at- 
‘tribute to itself that absolute au- 
tonomy which belongs exclusively 
‘o the Supreme Aaker. It puts 
itself in the place of the Almighty 
and elevates the state or group 
into the last nd of life, the su- 
preme criterion of the moral and 
juridical order, and therefore for- 
bids every appeal to the principles 
natural reason and cf the Chris- 
“an conscience. We do not, of 
course, fail to recognize that, for- 
tunately, false , rinciples do not 
always exercise their full influ- 
ence especially when age-old 
Christian traditions, on which the 
Peoples have been nurtured, re- 
main still deeply, even if uncon-

It is quite true that power based 
on such weak and unsteady foun- 
dations can attain at times un- 
der chance circumstances mate- 
rial successes apt to arouse won- 
der in superficial observers. 

But the moment comes when 
the inevitable law triumphs, 
which strikes down all that has 
been constructed upon a hidden 
Or open disproportion between the 
greatness of the material and 
outward success and the weak- 
ness of the inward value and of 
its moral foundation. Such dis- 
proportion exists whenever pub- 
lic authority disregards or denies 


the dominion of the Supreme Law- 


giver, who as He has given rulers 
power, has also set and marked 
its bounds, 

Indeed, as our great predeces- 
sor Leo XIII wisely taught in 
the encyclical, “Immortale Dei,” 
it was the Creator’s will that civil 
sovereignty should regulate social 
life after the dictates of an order 
changeless in its universal prin- 
cipleg; should facilitate the at- 
tainment in’ the temporal order 
by individuals of physical, intel- 
lectual and moral perfection; and 
should aid them to reach their 
supernatural end. 
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FUNCTION OF STATE 


Hence, it is the noble preroga- 
tive and function of the state 
to control, aid and direct the pri- 
vate and individual activities of 
national life that they converge 
harmoniously towards the com- 
mon good. That good can nei- 
ther be defined according to arbi- 
trary ideas nor can it accent for 
its standard primarily the mate- 
rial prosperity of society, but 
rather it should be defined ac- 
cording to the harmonious de- 
velopment and the natural per- 
fection of man. It is for this 
perfection that society is designed 
by the Creator as a means. 

To consider the state as some- 
thing ultimate to which every- 
thing else should be subordinated 
and directed cannot fail to harm 
the true and lasting prosperity of 
nations. This can happen either 
when unrestricted dominion 
comes to be conferred on the 
State as having a mandate from 
the nation, people, or even a so- 
cial order or when the state ar- 
rogates such dominion to itself 
as absolute master’ despotically 
without any mandate whatsoever. 
If in fact the state lays claim to 
and directs private enterprises, 
these, ruled as they are by deli- 
cate and complicated internal 
principles which guarantee and 
assure the realization of their 
special aims, may be damaged to 
the detriment of the public good, 
by being wrenched from their 
natural Surroundings, that is, 
from responsible private action. 

Further, there would be dan- 
ger lest the primary and essential 
cell of society, the family, with its 
well-being and its growth, should 
come to be considered from the 
narrow standpoint of national 
power, and lest it be forgotten 
that man and his family are by 
nature interior to the state, and 
that the Creator has given to 
both of them powers and rights 
and has assigned them a mission 
and a charge that correspond to 
undeniable natural requirements. 
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EDUCATION OF YOUTH | 


The education of the new gen- 
eration in that case would not 
aim at the balanced and harmo- 
nious development of the physical 
powers and of all the intellectual 
and moral qualities, but at a 
one-sided formation of those civic 
virtues that are considered nec- 
essary for attaining political 
success, while the virtues which 
8ive society the fragrance of no- 
bility, humanity and reverence 
would be inculcated less, for fear 
they should detract from the 
price of the citizen. 

Before us stand out with pain- 
ful clarity the dangers we fear 
will accrue to this and coming 
generations from the neglect or 
non-recognition, the minimizing 
and the gradual abolition of the 
rights peculiar to the family. There- 
fore we stand up as determined 
defenders of those rights in the 
full consciousness of the duty im- 
posed on us by our apostolic of- 
fice, The stress of our times as 
well external as internal, mate- 
rial and spiritual alike, and the 
manifold errors with their count- 
less repercussions are tasted by 
none so bitterly as by that noble 
little cell, the family. 

True courage and a heroism 
worthy in its degree of admira- 
tion and respect are often neces- 
sary to support the hardships of 
life, the daily weight of misery, 
growing want and restrictions on 
a scale never before experienced 
whose reason and necessity are 
not always apparent. Whoever 
care of souls and can 
search hearts knows the hidden 
tears of mothers, the resigned 
sorrow of so many fathers, the 
countless bitternesses of which no 
statistics tell nor can tell. He sees 
with sad eyes the mass of suffer- 
ings ever on the increase; he 
knows how the powers of dis- 
order and destruction stand on 
the alert ready to make use of all 
these things for their dark designa. 
No one of good will and vision 
will think of refusing the state, in 
the exceptional conditions of the 
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wider ‘and exceptional rights to 
meet the popular needs. But even 
in such emergencies the moral 
law, established by God, demands 
that the lawfulness of each such 
measure and its real necessity be 
scrutinized with the greatest rigor 
according to the standards of the 
common good, 


! PERSONAL RIGHTS 


In any case, the more burden- 
some the material sacrifices de- 
manded of the individual and the 
family by the state, the more must 
the rights of conscience be to it 
sacred and inviolable. Goods, 
blood it can demand; but the soul 
redeemed by God, never. The 
charge laid by God on parents to 
provide for the material and «pir- 
itual good of their offspring and 
to procure for them a suitable 
training saturated with the true 
spirit of religion, cannot be wrest- 
ed from them without grave viola- 
tion of their rights. Undoubtedly, 
that formation should aim as well 
at the preparation of youth to ful- 
fill with intclligent understand- 
ing and pride those offices of a 
noble patriotism which give to 
one’s earthly fatherland all due 


measure of love, self-devotion and 


service. But, on the other hand, 
a formation which forgot or, 
worse still, deliberately neglect- 
ed to direct the eyes and hearts 
of youth to the heavenly country 
would be an injustice to youth, 
and injustice against the inalien- 
able duties and rights of the 
Christian, family and an excess to 
which a check must be opposed, 
in the interests even of the peo- 
ple and of the state itself. Such 
an education might seem perhaps 
to the rulers responsible for it, a 
source of increased strength and 
vigor; it would be, in fact, the 
opposite, as sad experience would 
prove. The crime of high treason 
against the “King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords” (One Timothy 6, 
15; cf. Apocalypse 19, 6) perpe- 
trated by an education that is 
either indifferent or opposed to 
Christianity, the reversal of “Suf- 
fer little children . . to come 
unto -_Me” (St. Matthew 19, 14), 
would bear most bitter fruits. On 
the contrary, the state which lifts 
anxiety from the bleeding and 
torn hearts of fathers and moth- 
ers and restores their rights, only 
promotes its own internal peace 
and lays foundations of a 
happy future for the country. 
The souls of children given to 
their parents by God and conse- 
crated in baptism with the royal 
character of Christ, are a secred 
charge over which watches the 
jealous love of God. The same 
Christ who pronounced the words 
“suffer little children to come 
unto Me” has threatened, for all 
His mercy and goodness, with 
fearful evils those who give scan- 
dal to those so dear to His heart. 
Now what scandal is more per- 
manently harmful to generation 
after generation, than a forma- 
tion of youth which is misdirect- 
ed towards a goal that alienates 
from Christ “that way and the 
truth and the life” and leads to 
open or hidden apostasy from 
Christ? That Christ from whom 
they want to alienate the youth- 
ful generations of the present day 
and of the future, is the same 
Christ who has received from His 
eternal Father: all power in heav- 
en and on earth. He holds in His 
omnipotent hand the destiny of 
states, of peoples and of nations. 
His it is to shorten or prolong 
life: His to grant increase, pros- 
perity and greatness. Of all that 
exists on the face of the earth, 
the soul alone has deathless life. 
A system of education that should 
not respect the sacred precincts 
of the Christian family, protect- 
ed by God’s holy law, that should 
attack its foundations, bar to the 
young the way to Christ, to the 
Saviour’s fountains of life and 
joy (Cf. Isaiah 12, 3) that should 
consider apostasy from Christ 
and the church as a proof of fi- 
delity to the people or a particu- 
lar class’s word: “They that de- 
part from Thee, shall be written 
in the earth” (Jeremiah 17, 13). 


} UNDERMINES LAW 
oe 


The idea wllich credits the 
state with unlimited authority is 
not simply an error harmful to 
the internal life of nations, to 
their prosperity, and to.the larger 
and well-ordered increase in their 
well being, but likewise it injures 
the relations between peoples, for 
it breaks the unity of supra-na- 
tional society, robs the law of 
nations of ‘its foundation and 
vigor, leads to violation of oth- 
ers’ rights and impedes agree- 
ment and peaceful intercourse. 

A disposition in fact of the di- 
vinely sanctioned natural order 
divides the human race into so- 
cial groups, nations or states, 
which are mutually independent 
in organization and in the di- 
rection of their internal life. But 
for all that, the human race is 
bound together by reciprocal ¢ies, 
moral and juridical, into a great 
commonwealth directed to the 
good of all nations and ruled by 
special laws which protect its 
unity and promote its prosperity, 

Now no one can fail to see how 
the claim to absolute autonomy 
for the state stands in open oppo- 
sition to this natural way that is 
inherent in man-——nay, denies it 
utterly—and therefore leaves the 
stability of international relations 
at the mercy of the will of rulers, 
while it destroys the possibility of 
true union and fruitful collabora- 
tion directed to the general good, 

So, venerable brethren, it is in- 
dispensable for the existence. of 
harmonious and lasting contacts 
and of fruitful relations that the 
peoples recognize and observe 
these principles of international 
natural law which regulate their 


> 


normal development and activity, 
Such principles demand respect 
for corresponding rights to inde- 
pendence, to life and to the possi- 
bility of continuous 

in the paths of civilization; they 
demand further, fidelity to com- 
pacts agreed upon and sanctioned 
in conformity with the principles 
of the law of nations, 


tion, without doubt, of all peace- 
ful intercourse between nations, 
and the very soul of the juridi- 
cal relations in force among them, 
is mutual trust; the expectation 
and conviction that each party 
will respect its plighted word; 
the certainty that both sides are 
convinced that: “Better is wis- 
dom, than weapons of war” (Ec- 
clesiastes 9, 18) and are ready to 
enter into discussion and to avoid 
recourse to force or to threats 
of force in case of delays, hin- 
drances, changes or disputes, be- 
cause all these things can be the 
result not of bad will but of 
changed circumstances and of 
genuine interésts in conflict. 
But, on the other hand, to tear 
the law of nations from its an- 
chor in divine law, to base it on 
the autonomous will of states is 
to dethrone that very law and 
deprive it of its noblest and 
strongest qualities. Thus it would 
stand abandoned to the fatal 


' drive of private interest and col- 


lective selfishness exclusively in- 
tent on the assertion of its own 
rights and ignoring those of 
others, -* 

Now, it is‘true that with the 
passage of time and the sub- 
stantial change of circumstances, 
which were not and perhaps 
could not have been foreseen in 
the making of a treaty, such a 
treaty or some of its clauses can 
4n fact become, or at least seem 
to become unjust, impracticable 
or too burdensome for one of the 
parties. It is obvious that should 
such be the case, recourse should 
be had in good time to a frank 
discussior. with a view to modi- 
fying the treaty or making an- 
other in its stead. But to con- 
sider treaties on principle as 
ephemeral and tacitly to assume 
the authority of rescinding them 
unilaterally when they are no 
longer to one’s advantage, would 
be to abolish al] mutual trust 
among states. In this way, nat- 
ural order would be destroyed 
and there would be seen dug be- 
tween different peoples and na- 
tions trenches of division impos- 
sible to refill.

ILLUSIONS GONE 


tiie 
Today, venerable brethren, all 
men are looking with terror into 
the abyss to which they have. 
been brought by the errors and 
principles which we have men- 
tioned, and by their practical con- 
sequences. Gone are the proud 
illusions of limitless progress. 
Should any still fail to grasp this 
fact, the tragic situation of today 
would rouse them with the 
prophets cry: “Hear ye deaf and 
ye blind, behold” (Isaiah 42, 18.) 
What used to appear on the out- 
side as order, was nothing but 
tn invasion of. disorder: Con- 
fusion in the principles of moral 
life. These principles once di- 
vorced from the majesty of the 
divine law have tainted every 
field of human activity. But let 
us leave the past and turn our 
eyes towards that future, which 
according to the promises of the 
powerful ones of this world, is 
to consist, once the bloody con- 
flicts of today have ceased, in a 
new order founded on justice 
and on prosperity. Will that fu- 
ture be really different, above all 
will it be better? Will treaties 
of peace, will the new interna- 
tional order at the end of 
this war be animated by jus- 
tice and by equity towards all, 
by that spirit which frees and 
pacifies? Or will there be a la- 
mentable repetition of ancient 
and of recent errors? To* hope 
for a decisive change exclusively 
from the shock of war and its 
final issue is idle as experience 
shows. The hour of victory is an 
hour of external triumph for the 
party to whom victory falls but, 
it is, in equal measure, the hour 
of temptation. In this hour the 
angel of justice strives with the 
demons of violence; the heart of 
the victor all too easily is hard- 
ened; moderation and far-seeing 
wisdom appear to him weakness; 


the excited passions of the peo- 


ple, often inflamed by the sacri- 
fices and sufferings they have 
borne, obscure the vision even of 
responsible persons and make 
them inattentive to the warning 
voice of humanity and equity 
which is overwhelmed or drowned 
in the inhuman cry, “Vae victis, 
woe to the conquered.” There 
is danger lest settlements and de- 
cisions born in such. conditions 
be nothing else than injustice un- 
der the cloak of justice. 


SPIRIT, NOT SWORD | 


No, venerable brethren, safety 
does not come to peoples from 
external means, from the sword, 
which can impose conditions of 
peace but does not create peace. 
Forces that are to renew the face 
of the earth, should proceed from 
within, from the spirit. Once the

As long as the 
sacred flame of the faith burns 
on the domestic hearth, and the 
parents forge and fashion the 
lives of their children in accord- 
ance with this faith, youth will be 
ever ready to acknowledge the 
royal prerogatives of the Re- 
deemer, and to oppose those who 
wish to exclude him from society 
or wrongly to usurp His rights. 
When churches are closed, when 
the image of the Crucified is 
taken from the schools, the family 
remains the providential and in 
a certain sense impregnable ref- 
uge of Christian life. And we give 
thanks to God as we see that 
numberless families accomplish 
this, their mission, with a fidelity 
undismayed by combat or by sac- 
rifice, A great host of young 
men and women, even in those 
regions where faith in Christ 
means suffering and persecution, 
remain firm around the throne 
of the Redeemer with a quiet, 
steady determination that recalls 
the ‘most glorious days of the 
church’s struggles, What torrents 
of benefits would be showered on 
the world, what light, order, what 
peace would accrue to social life, 
what unique and precious ener- 
gies would contribute towards the 
betterment of mankind, if men 
would everywhere concede to the 
church, teacher of justice and 
love,-that liberty of action to 
which, in virtue of the divine 
mandate, she hag a sacred and 
indisputable right.

In the interests of suffering man- 
kind, shaken to the depth both 
materially and spiritually, we 
have no more ardent desire than 
this: That the present difficulties 
may open the eyes of many to see 
our Lord Jesus Christ and the 
mission of His church on this 
earth in their*true light, and that 
all those who are in power may 
decide to allow the church a free 
course to work for the formation 
of the rising generation according 
to the principles of justice and 
peace. This work of pacification 
presupposes that obstacles are not 
put to the exercise of the mission 
which God has entrusted to His 
church; that the field of this 
activity is not restricted, and that 
the masses, and especially youth, 
are not withdrawn from her 
beneficent influence, Accordingly, 
we, as representative on earth of 
Him who has proclaimed by the 
prophet “Prince of Peace” (Isaiah 
9, 6) appeal to the rulers of the 
peoples, and to those who can in 
any way influen’> public life, to 
let the church have full liberty to 
fulfill her role as educator by 
teaching men truth, by inculcat- 
ing justice and inflaming hearts 
with the divine love of Christ.

And yet, venerable brethren, 
the teaching of Christ, which 
alone can furnish man with such 
solid basis of belief as will great- 
ly enlarge his vision, and di- 
vinely dilate his heart and sup- 


ply an efficacious remedy to the 


very grave difficulties of today 


| —this and the activity of the 


church in teaching and spreading 
that doctrine, and in forming and 
modeling men’s minds by its pre- 
cepts, are at times an object of 
suspicion, as if they shook the 
foundations of civil authority or 
usurped its rights. 

Against such suspicions we 
solemnly declare with apostolic 
sincerity that—without prejudice 
to the declarations regarding the 
power of Christ and of His 
church made by our predecessor 
Pius XI of venerable memory in 
his encyclical “Quas Primas” of 
Dec. 11, 1925—any such aims are 
entirely alien to that same 
church, which spreads its ma- 
ternal arms towards this world 
not to dominate but to serve. 
She does not claim to take the 
place of other legitimate author- 
ities in their proper spheres, but 
offers them her help after the 
example and in the spirit of her 


Divine Founder who “went about 


doing good” (Acts 10, 38). 

The church preaches and incul- 
cates obedience and respect for 
earthly authority which derives 
from God its whole origin and 
holds to the teaching of her Di- 
vine Master who said: “Render 
therefore to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s” (St. Matthew 
22, 21); she has no desire to usurp, 
and sings in the liturgy: “He 
takes away no earthly realms 
who gives us the celestial” (Hymn 
for Feast of lpiphany). She does 
not suppress human energies but 
lifts them up to all that is noble 
and generous and forms charac- 
ters which do not compromise 
with conscience. Nor has she who 
civilizes the nations ever retarded 
the civil progress of mankind, at 
which on the contrary 
pleased and glad with a mother’s 
pride. The end of her activity 
was admirably expressed by the 
angels over the cradle of the 
Word Incarnate, when they sang 
of glofy to God and annaunced 
peace to men of good will: “Glory 
to God in the highest; and on 
earth peace to men of good will” 
(St. Luke 2, 14). This’ peace, 
which the world cannot give, has 
been left as a heritage to His dis- 
ciples by the Divine Redeemer 
Himself: “Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you” (St. 
John 14, 27); and thus following 
the sublime teaching of Christ, 

summed up by Himself in the 
twofold precept of love of God and 
of the neighbor, millions of souls 
have reached, are reaching and 
shall reach peace. , Wise- 
ly called by the great Roman “the 
teacher of life,” has proved for 
close on to 2000 years how true 
is the word of Scripture that he 
will not have peace who resists 
God. (Cf, Job 9, 4). For Christ 
alone is the “Corner Stone” 
(Ephesians 2, 20) on which man 
and society can find stability and 


adversary can never prevail: “The 
gates of hell shall not prevail” 
(St. Matthew 16, 18) nor can they 
ever weaken her; nay, rather, in- 
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world conflagration, even at the 
risk of having our intentions and 
our aims misunderstood. Our 
advice, if heard with respect, was 
not, however, followed and, while 
our pastoral heart looks on with 
sorrow and foreboding, the image 
of the Good Shepherd comes up 
before our gaze, and it seems as 
though we ought to repeat to the 
world in His name: “If thou 
». + Radst known ... the 
things that are to thy peace; but 
now they are hidden from thy 
eyes” (St. Luke’ 19, 42). 


In the midst of this world 
which today presents such a 
sharp contrast to “the peace of 
Christ in the reign of Christ,” the 
church and her faithful are in 
times and in years of trial such 
as have rarely been Rnown in her 
history of struggle and suffering. 
But in such times especially, he 
who remains firm in his faith and 
strong at heart knows that 
Christ the King is never so near 
as in the hour of trial, which is 
the hour for fidelity. With a heart 
torn by. the sufferings and af- 
flictions of so many of her sons, 
but with the courage and the sta- 
bility that. come from. the prom- 
ises of our Lord, the spouse. of 
Christ goes to meet the gather- 
ing storms. This she knows, that 
the truth which she preaches, the 
charity which she teaches and 
practices, will be the indispensa- 
ble counselors and aids to men 
of good will in the reconstruction 
of a new world based on justice 
and love, when mankind, weary 
from its course along the way of 
error, has tasted the bitter fruits 
of hate and violence. 


In the meantime, however, vén- 
erable brethren, the world and 
all those wno arestricken by the 
calamity of the war must know 
that the obligation of Christian 
love, the very foundation of the 
kingdom of Christ, is not an 
empty word, but a living reality. 
A vast field opens u> for Chris- 
tian charity in all its forms. We 
have full confidence that all our 
sons, especially those who are 
not being tried by the scourge of 
war, will be mindful in. imitation 
ef the divine Samaritan, of all 
these who as victims of the war, 
have a right to compassion and 
help.

BELGIANS SEEK 
PEACE BUT WOULD 
FIGHT, SAYS KING 


Hope Is for Neutrality, 
However Nation Will Re- 
sist Invader to Keep Lib- 
erty, He States. 


‘HAD NO PART IN 
CREATING CONFLICT’ 


| 
Leopold Thinks Belligerents| 
Will Respect Country’s| 
Stand, He Tells New York 
Forum Over Radio. 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 27 (AP).—King | 
Leopold declared in a trans-Atlan- 
tic radio address early today that 
if Belgium were invaded now its 
people would fight “with the same 
conviction” as in 1914 but “with 
forces 10 times stronger.” 


Addressing the people of the 
United States through a forum | 
conducted by the New York Her-| 
ald Tribune, Leopold reaffirmed | 
Belgium's desire for peace and neu- | 
trality. He asked for the support 
of the United States in this stand. 

He said: 

“If we are attacked—and pray 
God this may not happen—in vio- 
lation of solemn and definite un- 
dertakings that were given us in 
1937 and renewed at the outset of 
the present war, we would not hes- 
itate to fight with the same con- 
viction, but with forces 10 times 
stronger. Once again a single-mind- 
ed nation would support its army.” 

Text of Address. 

Following is the text of the King’s 
address: 

“I am honored by speaking from 


the same platform as your great 
President. When the forum kindly | 
asked me to give a short message 
to the American nation I accepted | 
the invitation with pleasure. My) 
compatriots, my family and I have | 
many dear and faithful memories | 
of the United States. No Belgian 
can forget the solace and efficient 
aid that the American people ex- 
tended to the Belgian population by 
leading relief of its needs during 
years of distress. 

“The topic suggested to me was 
a call in defense of civilization. i 
regard this suggestion as a compli- 
ment to my country. It implies 
recognition of the distinguished 
place Belgium has held throughout 
the history of the Western world. 


Belgium has always been looked 
upon as a fountainhead of Christian 
civilization. 

“Convinced that my country is 
acting in defense of this civiliza- 
tion by the attitude it has taken 
amidst the conflict that has broken 
out in Europe, I feel I may confine 
my remarks to clarify to my Ameri- 
can audience Belgium’s position in 
this war, a position entirely con- 
sistent with the will and courage 
and integrity of my people. In my 
capacity of head of the Belgian 
state I welcome this opportunity of 
setting out clearly the following 
facts. 

“In 1937 we made known our pol- 
icy of independence and each of our 
three great neighbors acknowledged 
this notification. They went fur- 
ther, spontaneously giving us def- 
Mite assurance they would respect 
Belgium's frontiers and insure her 
independence. 

Neutrality Declaration. 

“This led logically to the declara- 
tion of neutrality which my Gov- 
ernment made at the beginning of 
the present war. <An attitude of 
neutrality is, moreover, in keeping 
both with the traditions and the 
aspirations of the Belgian people, 
whose feelings have evolved from 
age-long struggles. The Belgian na- 
tion, which is the very incarnation 
of the sense of individual liberty, 


gave its blood to save its institu- 
tions in unflinching determination 
to remain itself. 

“Neutrality also is vital to my 
country. Belgium, whose territory 
is small but one of the most thick- 
ly populated in the world, essen- 
tially depends for its very subsist- 
ence on the activities of her in- 
habitants. 

“These activities in turn require 
a continuous flow of export trade 
and unhindered importation of food: 
and industrial supplies. Peace is 
thus for the Belgian people a mat- 
ter of life and death. We have no 
ambitions for territorial expansion. 
Neither have we any part whatever 
in the happenings that brought 
about the conflict today dividing 
Europe. 

“If we become involved in the 
fray it is on our soil that the is- 
sue would be fought out, and in 
view of the small area of our ter- 
ritory that would spell utter de- 
struction for Belgium whatever the 
issue of the wer. 

“Side by side with Holland, Bel- 
giean stands for an island of peace 
in the interests of all. At the 
crossroads of the borders of the 
great Western European Powers, 
Belgian, neutral and loyal—and 
strong as she is today—tulfilis an 
essentially peaceful mission. 

“She sets a limit to the fighting 
front and to the loss of human 
life. She stands among other neu-| 
tral states for a stronghold of peace 
and an agent of appeasement which | 
alone can save our civilization from 
the abyss into which a world war, 
would throw it. 

Our Duties and Rights. 

“We fully perceive our duties and 
rights, we await the future with 
steadfast B sass and a clear con- 
scisnce, which nothing can ae

MOUNT VERNON, Ia., Oct. 27 
(AP).—Alfred M. Landon, Repub- 
lican presidential nominee in 1936, 
declared today unemployment in 
th: United States had left almost 
as many persons homeless and hun- 
gry “as has the ruthless force of 


Hitler and Stalin,” 
In a speech at the inauguration 


of Dr. J. B. Magee as president of 
Cornell College here, Landon said 
Americans had watched the shift- 
ing and regrouping ef European 
populations “with something akin 
to horror.” 

“But what of the great shifting 
of population in this country?” he 
asked. “A shift from steady jobs 
to makeshift existence in unem- 
ployment? We cannot fool our- 
selves with the idea that if democ- 
racy is slipping away from us at 
home we can recapture it on battle- 
fields abroad.” 

Landon said “the right kind of 
leadership” would not attempt to 
divert our attention “from unsolved 
problems that contain within them- 
selves forces destructive of our kind 
of civilization.”

Speaker Recalls Career of Prof. 
William Chauvenet, Chancellor 
From 1862 to 1869. 


Isaac A. Hedges, in a speech today 
commemorating Navy day, called 
attention to the fact that William 
Chauvenet, mathematician and as- 


tronomer who was chancellor of 
Washington University from 1862 
to 1869, played a leading part in 
the establishment of the United 
a Naval Academy at. Annap- 
olis. 

Prof. Chauvenet was appointed a 
professor of mathematics in the 
Navy in 1841, Finding the instruc- 
tion of cadets aboard ship to be 
unsatisfactory, he worked for the 
establishment of a school ashore, 
with a four-year course. This ef- 
fort led to the selection of Annap- 
olis as the site for the Naval Acad- 
emy. Prof. Chauvenet was a mem- 
ber of the original faculty of the 
academy, teaching astronomy, nav- 
igation and surveying. He came to 
Washington University in 1859. He 
died at St. Paul, Minn., a year aft- 
er leaving Washington Univérsity. 
Hedges pointed out also that 
Capt. James B. Eads, who built

Liquid air, when mixed with 
something like coal-dust or meth- 
ane is more powerful than TNT. 
It was used for blasting some of 
the railroad tunnels through the 
Swiss Alps as long ago as 1904, 
and its characteristics are well 
known.

WHY AND FOR WHAT? 

Mr. Chamberlain says of Von Ribbentrop’s speech at 
Danzig that “no one in this country will be deceived 
by its distortion of truth.” On the day the speech 
was made, an official British statement said the 
speech paraded a stale repetition of lies. 

Of course, no one expects a statesman in time of 
war—be he a German, British or French statesman— 
to tell the whole truth, and Von Ribbentrop is no 
exception. Not everything that he said, though, was 
a lie. 

Is it not true that, in order to induce Italy to 
enter the World War, Great Britain made promises 
which were not fulfilled when the war was over? 

Is it not true that Great Britain, to further her 
interests in the World War, made conflicting prom- 
ises concerning Palestine to Jews and Arabs and 
double-crossed them both? Because of the broken 
promises to the Arabs, Col. T. E. Lawrence, hero of 
the Arabian campaign, returned the decorations for 
valor and distinguished service conferred upon him 
by the King. 

Is it not true that the British Government made 
India certain promises of self-government in 1917 
which have not been kept, just as today, in an effort 
to win Indian support in the present war, these prom- 
ises are being renewed? 

Is it not true that Great Britain borrowed billions 
of dollars from the United States during and after 
the World War which she has failed to repay? 

When Von Ribbentrop makes these charges, is he

Instead of 
being erroneously termed Father of Wa- 
ters, Mississippi could more fittingly be 
called Son of the Lakes.

Two variations of the Townsend plan will be sub- 
mitted to the electorates of California and Ohio on 
Nov. 7. Ohio apparently is not perturbed. California 
is scared stiff, It well may be. The California idea 
engages to give persons over 60 $30 every Thurs- 
day. The proposal was defeated last November, but 
the margin was slight. In a total poll of 2,542,669, 
the Nays won by only 255,329. In other words, 45 
per cent of the voters were for it.

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COMPLETION AND DEDICATION. 

The Milles Fountain now being installed in Aloe 
Plaza is likely to become one of St. Louis’ great 
distinctions, a civic asset known throughout the 
country as our Municipal Opera, our Symphony Or- 
chestra and other achievements are now known. A 
vast amount of labor and effort have gone into the 
preparation of this masterpiece and its setting. There 
remains work to be completed, contracts to be carried 
out and responsibilities upon the part of city officials 
charged with engineering and landscaping problems. 

It is quite proper and necessary that these tasks 
should be finished promptly and the fountain com- 
pleted. Unfortunately this will be in December, 
possibly in a sleet storm, rather than on a fair 
spring day. But that fact need not interfere with 
a dedication ceremony in spring. The figures are 
now covered in such a way that all mechanical prob- 
lems can be worked out and contracts completed. 
Mrs. Aloe, whose generosity has made the fountain 
possible, will provide sheds to cover the figures for 
the winter. 

The unveiling or dedication is another thing, and 
as Carl Mose, head of the department of sculpture 
at the Washington University School of Fine Arts, 
pointed out, it would be just as reasonable to open the 
Municipal open air theater in*December as to display 
an out-door fountain in mid-winter. A great occasion 
should be made of the dedication befitting the im- 
portance of this addition to the city’s beautification, 
and our neighbors should be invited to join in the 
ceremonies.

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THE TWILIGHT OF DECENTRALIZED FACTORIES. 

Members of the Bonne Terre Chamber of Com- 
merce have a joint headache these days. About a 
year ago, they conceived what they thought was a 
brilliant idea—a plan to bring a St. Louis shoe fac- 
tory to their little town. They raised $15,000 by 
popular subscription and workmen virtually donated 
their labor—until they heard of the wage-and-hour 
law—to provide the company with a rent-free plant. 
Another $10,000 was raised to finance a training 
period for unskilled employes. 

Now, after 14 months, the company has closed its 
doors and is arranging to return to St. Louis. There 
was fine talk of a $50,000 annual payroll, but the 
factory never provided work for more than 90 per- 
sons—and most of those were paid with $8700 of the 
training fund. In the end, Bonne Terre finds itself 
without its factory, but with a $7500 mortgage that it 
is trying to pay off with the proceeds of everything 
from carnivals to tag.days. 

This is no isolated experience, Potosi has just gone 
through the same wringer. And there is many an- 
other small town in nearby Missouri and Illinois 
that has a shoe factory, but is wondering whether it 
is worth the price that was paid to get it. These 
plants are of scant benefit to their communities, and 
in almost every case mean a serious loss for St. Louis. 

Even with the truck and the superhighway, the 
small towns simply do not offer the economic ad- 
vantages of the city to the manufactufer. Their one 
great “advantage” was cheap labor. But the trade 
unions invaded these little industrial baronies, if 
only to protect the wage scales they had won in the 
cities. With the enactment of the wage-and-hour law, 
the small town’s one attraction for industry—and 
let us call it what it so often was, the opportunity to 
exploit labor—disappeared altogether. 

St. Louis, particularly, will benefit by the end of 
the trend toward decentralizing manufacturing. It 
will mean a return of factories to the sites on which 
they belong—convenient to railroad sidings and all 
the other metropolitan advantages. Industry will 
also gain in that production costs will be more near- 
ly equalized and competition will be less cutthroat.

This survey discloses that within the last 
month sentiment favoring equal treatment 
to all belligerents increased by 13 per cent; 
approval of the President’s foreign policy 
declined 13 per cent; belief in Germany's 
chances of winning the war has increased— 
even though the desire for an Allied victory 
is stronger than ever. 

Here is how the American people are di- 
vided on what they think the United States 
should do: 

Enter the war on the side of the Allies, 
16.8 per cent in September, 11.8 per cent in 
October. Do not enter the war, but supply 
Allies with materials and food, and refuse 
to sell to Germany, 19.9 per cent in Septem- 
ber, 12.2 in October. Take no sides and sell 
to all, on cash-and-carry basis, 29.3 per cent 
in September, 36.9 in October. Refuse aid or 
sale of goods to either side, 24.7 per cent in 
September, 23.7 in October. . 

The striking thing about this compariso 
is that in the course of the month that saw 
the elimination of Poland something like 
13 per cent of the nation’s adults have swung 
away from a belief in deliberately taking 
sides toward faith in the “neutrality” of 
technically granting equal treatment to all 
belligerents—either by limitdéd or unlimited 
selling to all on a cash-and-carry basis, or 
by selling to none. 

After the first. emotion, which was pre- 
sumably heightened by the daily news from 


the then Polish front, the “keep-out-of-it”’ 


sentiment seems to have swept over some- 

thing like 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 citizens who 

previously favored a frankly partisan course. 
* * * 


At the outbreak of hostilities, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s personal course in the foreign crisis 
enjoyed a remarkably sudden boost, but 
here is what the public thinks of the Presi- 
dent’s policies with regard to the European 
situation up to now: 

Approve, 69.2 per cent in September, 56.2 
per cent in October; .partly approve, 11.7 
per cent in September, 18.5 per cent in Oc- 
tober;.disapprove, 5.8 per cent in Septem- 
ber, 13.9 in October; don’t know, 13.3 per cent 
in September, 11.4 per cent in October. 

Roosevelt's course continues to receive 
overwhelming support, but why the change? 
The composition of the President's following, 
and of his opposition, is indicated by cross- 
tabulation with the above answers to the 
question of national policy: 

Of people approving the Roosevelt pol- 
icy, 27.2 per cent believe in intervention, 47.4 
per cent in cash and carry, 12.9 per cent in 
embargo on all products, 12.5 per cent give 
other answers or don't know. : 

Of people disapproving the Roosevelt policy 
18.2 per cent believe in intervention, 16 per 
cent in cash and carry, 53.1 per cent in com- 
plete embargo and 12.7 per cent give other 
answers or don’t know.’ — 

Thus mistrust of the President's policy 
rallies strongly around the idea of complete 
economic isolation from the war. Among 
the teeming adherents of the President, on 
the other hand, about three-fourths favor 
extending to the Anglo-French Allies some 
kind of aid and comfort, open or covert. 

The survey then asked: “In the trou 
now going on in Europe, which side would 
you like to see win?” The replies: ~~ 


: 


England, France and their friends, 83.1 
per cent in September, 84.3 per cent in Oc- 
tober. Germany and her friends, 1 per cent 
in September, 1.3 per cent in October. 
Neither side, 6.7 per cent in September and 
8 per cent in October. Don’t know, 9.2 per 
cent in September and 6.4 per cent in Oc- 
tober. 

Evidently, then, the month’s trend away 
from pro-Ally action toward the technical 
neutrality of cash and carry reflects no 
flight of sympathy from England and 
France. But the odds have changed some- 
what since Poland was overwhelmed and the 
U. 8S. S. R. has taken a more active, though 
equivocal, role in the game. 

The American people approve of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s record by a majority of 2 to 1— 
but only one American in 10 wants the New 
Deal continued in its present form. A large 
majority has lost faith in Mr. Roosevelt's 
ideas about spending America back to pros- 
perity, | 

These are among the further revelations 
of the survey. Fortune found that 60.8 per 
cent of the voters approve the President’s 
record in general, 30 per cent disapprove, 9.2 
per cent don’t know. x

Balance—His record as President, 60.8 per 
cent approve, 30 per cent disapprove. 

According to economic level and geog- 
raphy, every group is agreed, by varying ma- 
jorities with opinions, on the first five items 
on the asset side. On the last three assets, 
the prosperous and the upper middle class 
differ from the national majority. 

In the overall appraisal of the administra- 
tion, every part of the country is agreed in 
general approval. So is every economic 
level except the prosperous, and every ma- 
jor occupation group except executives (by a 
small margin) and retired people. 

Among the extremists, more people believe 
the New Deal is all bad than it is all good. 
But the returns that a moderate 
New Dealer, one willing to yield some points 
or to oppose some improvements, could win 
an election by a handy majority.

EFORE Americans decide to enter war 
again, they would be wise to review their 

experience in the last adventure. Europe's 

new war is refreshing the memories of 
many; writers and speakers are seeing that 


others are reminded and enlightened: An 
excellent contribution in this field is made 


by a new book, “Words That Won the War” # 


(Princeton University Press). 

The potent words of the title were the 
millions issued in 1917-19 by the CPI—the 
Committee on Public Information. Its duty 
was to educate and guide public opinion, to 
popularize the war and obtain support 4s 
nearly unanimous as possible. George Creel, 
chairman of the CPI, did this by mobilizing 
writers, orators and artists, and broadcasting 
their patriotic outgivings over the land.

The almost forgotten records of this 


them, were rescued from a Washington base 
ment and placed in the National Archives 
two years ago. James R. Mock of the 
Archives staff and Cedric Larson of the 
Library of Congress began a study of these 
papers that resulted in the present volume. 
Other books have been written on the CPI, 
two by Mr. Creel himself, but the new work 
presents considerable undisclosed material. 

Every agency of communication was used 
to spread what the writers call “officially 
approved information” about the war. Pam- 
phlets and posters by the millions were i> 
sued. No radio for fireside chats existed, but 
the voices of “four-minute speakers” in 
every city and village served the same end. 
“On Sunday, the pastor thanked Providence 
for blessings that had been listed by one of 
the committee's copy-writers.” The subjects 
on which correct ideas were imparted ranged 
from patriotism to thrift gardens, Liberty 
loans to the virtues of the Allies.

It was only natural that civil rights were 
neglected in this pursuit of unanimity. Pres# 
censorship was “at least technically yolun- 
tary,” but it was censorship. Labor -was

HERE is no doubt here in any

Strong indications that this is a 
correct reading of Mr. Hoover's 
mind run all the way back to his 
address to the Cleveland nominat- 
ing convention of 1936. The belief 
among politicians is widespread— 
and it is one that has been sup- 
ported by persons close to Mr. 
Hoover—that he had high hopes 
ef stampeding the convention in 
pis favor. He received a heart- 
warming volume of applause, s0 
much of it that he is said to have 
left the rostrum in a glow of ex- 
pectation, but there was no sem- 
blance of a stampede. 

That Mr. Hoover has not ceased 
to hope is indicated by his polit- 
ical activity since that time. He 
has kept in touch with his sympa- 
thizers throughout the country and 
he has used to the full his elder 
statesman’s prerogative of setting 
forth his views on public questions. 
Recently he took a hand in the 
neutrality fight by proposing that a 
distinction be made between offen- 
sive and defensive weapons, and 
this week he has an article in the 
Saturday Evening Post, telling why 
the United States should keep out 
It was in- 
evitable that the publication of this 
article at this time—a forceful and 
well-organized article, by the way— 
should heighten the speculation as 
to the author's politica] future. 


What is this future to be? Is 
there any chance that Mr. Hoover 
will be nominated for President in 
1940? 

Conceivably he will be—but the 
probabilities run strongly against 
him. The nomination of Mr. Hoo- 
ver is conceivable for two reasons. 
The first is the fact that out of the 
state of confusion into which the 
Republican party was thrown by 
the debacles of 1932 and 1936, no 
leader has yet emerged at whom 
the party could point and say, “This 
is the man.” There is Taft. There 
is Vandenberg. There is Dewey. 
There is Minority Leader Martin of 
the House; he may be a comer. 


None of these has assumed com- 
manding strength. The party has 
yet to find its “man of destiny.” 
Mr. Hoover, therefore, cannot be 
entirely dismissed as a possibility. 

The second reason is that the 
views of Mr. Hoover on our for- 
eign relations, as expressed in his 
Saturday Evening Post article and 
elsewhere, fit perfectly into what 
is certain to be the strategy of 
the coming Republican campaign. 
The Republican party, it is clear, 
will seek to exploit a feeling which 
lately existed, if it does not still 
exist, in a large part of the elec- 
torate—namely, that Mr. Roosevelt, 
despite all protestations to the con- 
trary, is “war-minded” to a degree 
that might become dangerous to 
our peace, 

‘Justified or not, there has been. 
this apprehension in the country, 
and it is something that the Demo- 
cratic campaign managers, whether 
or not Mr. Roosevelt is nominated, 
will have to reckon with,. The Re- 
publican party will seek to build 
itself up as the “peace party,” the 
safe party. Mr. Hoover would be 
a logical man—perhaps the most 
logical of all those who might be 
nominated—to carry the standard 
of the party in such a campaign. 
He would be logical, too, on the 
score of his general opposition to 
the New Deal, set out in numerous 
well-considered apeschies. 

* * 


But party nominations are’ not 
determined by any logic save that 
which is taught in the school of 
practical politics. It is axiomatic 
in this school that a defeat as over- 
whelming as that suffered by Mr. 
Hoover in 1932 reduced the future 
“availability” of the victim to the 
vanishing point. The 1932 defeat 
put a curse on Mr. Hoover, as a 
candidate, which it is not likely he 
can remove. Besides, there is the 
fact that Mr. Hoover’s name (as 
witness the “Hoovervilles” that 
sprang up over the country) is as- 
sociated in many minds with de- 
pression. That is a mountainous 
handicap in his effort to come back. 

It was a true measure of Mr. 
Hoover’s standing with the party 
leaders that in the fight against 
the court-packing plan they called 
him off, lest his opposition to the 
plan should do it more good than 
harm. Significant also was the 
failure of any Senator to try for 
an amendment to the neutrality bill 
to carry out his recommendation. 

Anything, of course, can happen 
in these fantastic times, but it’s a 
terribly tall hurdle that looms be- 
tween Mr. Hoover and the nomi- 


nation.

Speaker Warns Closing biti

The Midwest Regional Meeting 
of Congregational and Christian 
Churches, held at Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church for the jJast 
three days, ended last night with 
an address by the Rev. Dr. Rus-. 
sell Henry Stafford of Old South 
Church, Boston, The gathering was 
also the 130th annual meeting of 
the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions. 

Dr. Stafford discussed the rea- 
son for supporting foreign mis- 
sions, and the measure of support 
now given by the Congregational 
churches, He said the average 
gift per member to foreign mis- 
sions, in the last two years, was 
but 50 cents a year, 

“While we go on smoking, buy- 
ing cosmetics, going to the movies, 
eating candy and ’chewing gum,” 
he said, “we cannot argue that we 
could not afford to give more. to 


‘forgign missions. 


“We congregationalists are 
obliged by failing resources to keep 
in the field a- reduced staff of mis- 
sionaries, advanced in average age 
to around 50 years. Where are re- 
placements and reinforcements to 
come from? We can find the peo- 
ple if we can find the money.” 
Stanley Conover of LaGrange, IIl., 
who.was a delegate to the World 
Conference of Christian Youth in 
Amsterdam last summer, was the 
principal speaker at a young peo- 
ple’s dinner in Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church before the night serv- 
ice at Pilgrim Church. 

“We have to be careful,” he said, 
“that as Christians we are primar- 
ily concerned with Christianity and 
not with other forces of poltical 
economic or social organization. We 
must ask ourselves if we are not 
replacing the Christian ideal with 
the democratic ideal, and if under 
another guise we may not be serv- 
ing the cause of the world rather 
than the cause of Christ.” 

The collection taken was for the 
outfit and travel expenses of the 
Rev. and Mrs. E. Walter Smith, 
commissioned yesterday afternoon 
for service in Foochow Mission, 
China. Denominational and Amer- 
ican Board officials took part in 
the service, and a native mission 
worker, the Rev. P. H. Wang, wel- 
comed the young people to the mis- 
sionary ranks.

SOME EXPLANATION

Berlin Has Failed to Say’

Damage Ship Suffered.

Speaking through the officially | 
controlled press, the Nazis said that | 
the Americans would do better to) 
maintain true neutrality, instead of | 
making ill-founded protests Scene 


an action which—according to the’! 
Nazis—was perfectly legal and cor- | 
rect. The “double standard” of | 
American neutrality -between 1914| 
and 1917 cannot be invoked a sec- | 
ond time, the newspapers said. 
“The role of injured innocence | 
ill becomes anyone who describes | 
himself as strictly neutral but who | 
judges the British measures of war | 
at sea by standards entirely differ- | 
ent and much more generous than | 
those which he applies to German | 
countermeasures,” the Boersen, 
Zeitung says today, for example, | 
‘adding, “we are not going to ac- 
cept again now the old ‘double| 
standard’ of the past.” 
Nazis’ Legal Arguments. 
The Boersen Zeitung then reviews | 
the Nazi legal argumeuts in defense 
of the German handling of the City 
of Flint, which it purports is ir- 
reproachable, and concludes that 
since this is the case the criticism 
of the Reich read in America can 
only be due to the desire to libel 
Germany and to bring undue influ- 
ence there on the Soviet Union. 
These and other similar comments 
published here today would carry 
more conviction if they were ac- 
companied by any coherent expla- 
nation of just what the German 
point of view on the case is and 


what the facts are. No such coher- | 


ent statement has yet been issued 
here. 

News articles in the German 
press about the City of Flint do not | 
even mention the fact, for exampie, 
that the German prize crew put on 
board took the ship first into the 
Norwegian port of Tromso, then 
out again, and later into the Rus- 
sian port of Murmansk. 

Nor do they point out that the 
first official explanation given for 
these extraordinary proceedings was 
that the ship’s navigation charts 
were inadequate, an _ allegation | 
which apparently never before has | 
been seriously advanced in an at-| 
tempt to justify taking a neutral | 
prize into one neutral port after | 
another. | 

Certain Things Unexplained. 

Nor do they explain why it was | 
alleged, a day or two later, that | 
the ship had been taken into a} 
neutral port because of “sea dam- | 
age.” | 

Nor do they now explain where | 
this “sea damage” occurred. If it | 
occurred before the City of Flint | 
was taken into Tromso, then why | 
and how was the ship later navi- 
gated hundreds of miles out of its 
way to Murmansk? And if a ma- 
jor damage occurred on the way 
from Tromso to Murmansk, then | 
why was the vessel taken into ' 
Tromso? | 

American as well. as other inter- | 
national lawyers recognize half a. 
dozen justifications for taking a | 
neutral prize into a neutral port, | 
subject to certain conditions. The | 
Nazi crew which had been sailing | 
the City of Flint hither and yon for | 
several days may have had every | 
correct reason for doing what they | 
have done. 

But certainly nobody here has yet | 
got around to giving a coherent 
explanation of it all which makes 
much sense.

May Be in the Money. 


WHAT APPEARS to be a 
much better chance for Wood- 
man and Lawrence to get into 
the big money rests with another 
venture they have embarked in— 
not in the realm of boxing. 

With New Jersey and New 
York both about to adopt the 
pari-mutuel betting form of horse 
racing, Woodman contacted the 
Australian Automatic Totalisa- 
tor Co. of Sydney, Australia, and 


made arrangements to represent’ 


them in this country. 

It now appears that the race 
tracks of both the states men- 
tioned above will install the Aus- 
tralian machine, if and when 
pari-mutuel wagering goes into 
effect there. That should mean 
big money for Woodman and 
Lawrence, because these Austral- 
ian machines are costly. 

THE AUSTRALIAN “TOTE” 
is regarded as having many ad- 
vantages over the. British and 
American boards. One of these 
is that it records the betting in 
such a manner that it can be 
automatically displayed at vari- 
ous points on the track during 
the progress of the wagering. It 
automatically displays the ap- 
proximate odds at all stages of 
the betting. The Australian ma- 
chine is the only type that sells 
tickets, computes the odds and 
records each purchase of a daily 
double ticket. 

They claim this machine is ab- 
solutely fraud proof. If is auto- 
matically and mechanically han- 
dled, from recording of wagers 
to the calculation of the odds. 


No ticket is printed beforehand 
—the machine does that for each 
purvhase. | 

As this totalisator has been 
tested for 25 years on more than 
50 race courses, it appears that 
Woodman and Lawrence really 
have something. 

That would be interesting. 
Race tracks have taken most of 
Woodman’s fight earnings away 
from him in past years; it would 
seem fitting that a race track 
betting device should restore 
his fortunes.

DIAGNOSIS: No, Elaine is not on the 
road to insanity.

ONE REASON for the met popularity of coffee for break- 
fast is the fact that its caffeine is a nerve stumulant. Thus, the heart 
begins to increase its rate, and the blood pressure begins to rise a 
few points. The digestion becomes stimulated and even the sweat 
glands start working more actively. Our body, as well as our mind, 
begins to “tune up” for the day’s work. 

With this increasing activity and raised blood pressure, we feel 
more zestful. Life takes on a rosy hue. And, remember this psycho- 
logical axiom: “You cannot be blue and be active!" People .who are 
gloomy and down in the mouth are usually indolent. They are sitting 
still or lying down. Their blood pressure may be low.

IN OUR factories the workers usually require about 30 minutes 
before they reach their best output. We call this first half hour the 
“warming up” period. It corresponds very well to the warming up 
by the football player or track athlete. Even your cold automobile 
doesn’t function best until it has warmed up a bit. And the human 
body and brain both require a similar warming up process. 

If you are blue and downcast, it usually means you are too in- 
active. Remember another psychological axiom I have previously giv- 
en you: “Act the way you'd like to be and soon you'll be the way you 
act.” Deliberately force yourself into activity. Go through the mo- 
tions of your sales talk or you office job. Pretend you’re happy or 
animated or even in love with your husband or wife, and you'll be 
surprised at the results!

Varicose 
means swollen, knotted and tor- 
tuous. The reason the veins of the 
legs are affected in this way is easy 
to understand. The veins return 
the blood to the heart, after it has 
been pumped through the arteries 
and has flowed slowly through the 
capillaries. There is no pump, no 
heart behind the stream of blood 
in the veins; it makes its way from 
the force of backward pressure 
back to the right ventricle of the 
heart. The blood in the veins of 
the head has no difficulty; it flows 
to the heart by gravity. So, too, 
the blood in the veins of the arms 
and chest. But the veins of the 
legs encounter a real mechanical 
difficulty in making their return 
load; they are continuously trying 
to push a load of blood upwards 
against gravity. | 

Nature has tried to solve this dif- 
ficulty by providing valves in the 
leg veins—little cups spaced at short 
intervals which hold the blood and 
prevent it from flowing back- 
wards. These valves break up the 
column of blood so that the walls 
of the veins only have to stand the

When I was in Mexico, I found 
another only proper way to cook 
this grain. I was given detailed in- 
structions by one of niy friends as 
well as a demonstration of how 
Mexican rice, a favorite dish, should 
be prepared. Although tomato 
paste or condensed tomato soup, is 
sometimes added during the cook- 
ing, both the red and green tomato 
sauces,

One-fourth cup tomato paste or 
condensed tomato soup, if desired. 
Soak rice in cold water for one 
hour' and drain thoroughly. Heat 
oil or shortening, add onion and 
garlic and cook over a low fire 
until yellow then remove. Add 
rice and stir constantly until it 
begins to turn yellow. Add boiling 
water, salt and tomato paste. Cov- 
er and cook over a very low fire 
about 20 minutes until rice is 
tender and water is absorbed. 


Caramel Rice Pudding. 


One-half cup rice. 

Four cups milk. 

Two-thirds cup brown sugar. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup seedless raisins or 
sliced dates. 

Add rice to milk, stir in sugar 
and salt and pour into baking dish. 
Bake uncovered in slow oven, 300 
degrees Fahrenheit, for two to
